Foreign Capital 


to Be Segregated 


Imported Gold Will Be 


Set Aside to Avoid 


Economic Upset 


WASHINGTON-t/P)—A far-reaching 


new control program designed to •pre- 
vent huge imports of foreign capital 
from upsetting domestic economy of 
the 
United Slates was announced 


Monday night by the Treasury. 


Gold purchases will bo "sterlizied" 


in an "inactive account" so they they 
cannot be used as a basis for infla- 
tion of credit in this country, 


At a press conference attended by 


Chairman Marriner S. Eccles of the 
Federal Reserve Board, Secretary Mor- 
genthau announced that gold imports 
and 
acquisitions 
of domestic gold 


would be financed through sales of 
Treasury bills. This, it was said, will 
prevent gold inflows from increasing 
excess bank reserves. 


These excess reserves, which now 


stand at $2,050,000,000, provide the basts 
for credit inflation. The reserves have 
been 
increased 
sharply 
in recent 


months b ya steady influx of foreign 
capital, reflected largely in gold im- 
porit. 


The Treasury program not only is 


aimed at offsetting effects of gold im- 
ports, but at preventing injury to the 
nation's gold imports will be repur- 
chased or redeemed if the gold leaves 
the country. 


Thus, when gold comes in. the 


Treasury through sale of bills, will re- 
move fro mthe money market an 
amount equu Ito the inflow. When 
the metal leaves this country, the bills 
will be retired, routining funds to the 
money market.

Successor to Mammons at 


Pine Bluff Starting 


on 13th Year 


PINE BLUFF, Ark—UP)—Meet Ar- 


kansas' high school coaching veterans— 


The number 13 may carry fore- 


bodings for . some persons, but not 
Allen Dunawny. 


It hns been exactly 13 years since 


Dunaway began, his coaching career at 
Fine Bluff high school and he's plan- 
ning to make this the greatest of a 
succession of successful athletic sea- 
sons. He hopes to start it off with 
n 1936-37 state basketball champion- 
ship. 


Football and basketball had just 


about reached their golden era at Pine 
Bluff when Dunaway was called In 
from Magnolia high school ns assistant 
to Foy Hammons in the fall of 1924. 
Virtually every season at that time 
were championship ones for the Ze- 
bras. The peak was reached in 1925-26 
when Pine Bluff won state titles in 
both sports and claimed the national 
high school gridiron championship. 


Then HammoTis left to accept n )>osi- 


tion as head of the Ouachita College 
coaching staff. Dunnway was named 
to succeed him, and immediately step 
pcd into his predecessor's winning 
ways. 


The Zebras won state basketball 


titles in 1926, 1928, 1933, 1934, and 1935 
and mythical football titles in 1925, 
1926, 1927, 1928, 1933 and 1935. 


Sports writers, looking into Dunn- 


way's success formula, have come up 
with a two-fold explanation: (1) a 
compaeent mein that inspires confi- 
dence, and co-operation, and (2) an 
uncanny ability to pick able assistants. 
He'd had three of the latter during his 
stay here—Peel Allison, now n physi- 
cian -at Temple, Texas; Lowell Man- 
ning, now head coach at Jonesboro 
high school, and .George Terry, his 
present first lieutenant. 


Despite his successes, Dunaway has 


Acquired tlie reputation of being some- 
what a "blues singer." Whatever his 
personal feelings, he's publicly a.pes- 
simist before game time. On the basis 
of these blue notes, he has experienced 
more pleasant surprises than any oth- 
er high school coach in the state, for 
his teams have lost an average of but 
one game per season. 


Back in thp early twenties, Dunna- 


way was a student at Arkansas State 
Teachers College, Conwny, the same 
town in which he was born and at- 
tended high school. He served as full- 
back and captain of the 1922 Bear 
eleven and won letters in four sports, 
that year. 


His biggest coaching thrill was dur- 


ing the 1934 state basketball tourna- 
ment when his Hebras scored 18 points 
in eight minutes to defeat; Fordyce, 
47-40 and win die state championship. 


In off moments now Dunaway likes 


nothing better than to hunt. He also 
does a little golfing, and even won a 
leather jacket in a Wisconsin golf 
tournament a few years ago. But he's 
never before let that fact be known. 


"If you publish that," he protested, 


"somebody would think I'm good, and 
I'm not. I'm just a rookie." 


give the boys too much work and al- 
ways quit practice sessions while they 
still want more. But we try to win our 
games." 


The Pitt mentor is a firm believer in 


discipline, but his players to a man 
claim he is not harsh nor a driver. 


And this from Jock: 
"I believe a certain amount of dis-

We have a 
fine spirit on the team and that means 
a great deal. However, I'd rather have 
discipline and win than be a "good fel- 
low' and lose."

He never played a game 
of football before he entered Pitt as a

his teacher, the famed Pop Warner. 


Doesn't Lose— Often 


Few coaches anywhere can point to 


a record like that of the canny Scot. 


In 18 years, his teams never have 


lost two consecutive games. 


Since 1924, no Sutherland -coached 


eleven has lost more than two games in 
any one season. 


In the 13 years he has been at the 


helm for Pitt, his teams have won 93 
games, lost 13. 


But Rose Bowl games have been 


Southerland's main trouble. His Pan- 
thers lost to Stanford, 6-7, in 1928, the 
Indians coming from behind to win. 
In 1930 and 1933 Southern California 
swamped Pitt, 47-14, and 35-0, r*- 


Sutherland never talks about hjs 


record. He neither brugs, nor alibis, in 
victory or defeat. 


On occasions the utter silence of the 


Scot has aroused the ire of the oppo- 
sition and brought accusations to the 
effect Sutherland is u machine with 
no ideals and no pasdon for the game 
"for sport's sake." 


Sutherland was born in Scotland. Big 


and brawny, lie became a great guard 
at Pitt under Warner and his assistant, 
Joe Duff. In four years at college, 
Sutherland ployed in only one los- 
ing gomg. He graduated with a de- 
gree of doctor of dental surgery, served 
overseas during the World wax and be- 
gan his coaching career at Lafayette 
collage.
